NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Herald’s La Liber- 
tad (Honduras) dispatch says: ‘‘Hon- 
duras.. fired wpon the American flag 
this morning. By the alleged ordérs of 
President Vasquéz, and by express com- 
mand of the commissioner of the port 
of Amapela, several shots were fired 
after the Pacific Mail steamer Costa 
Rica, flying the Stars and Stripes, as 
she steamed away, because she refused 
to surrender one of her passengers to 
| the Honduras government. 

States Minister. Baker was 
on board the Costa Rica at the time. 
| The passenger about whom the trouble 
arose is P. Bonilla, who recently led 
the revolution in Honduras, but was 
defeated by Gen. Vasquez. He fied 
to Nicaragua, but decided to leave 
‘thére in order to relieve that govern- 


) ment from all responsibility. He sailed 


from Nicaragua. Minister Baker and 
100 others were fellow-passengers. 

‘They arrived yesterday at Amapala, 
a port of entry of Honduras ‘On the Pa- 
in the afternoon. Com- 
mander of Port Villa demanded that 
Capt. Dow should surrender Bonilla. 
When the request was refused, a threat 
was made to sink the ship, and it is as- 
serted that President Vasquez gave or- 
ders to that effect. Villa, incensed at 
the-refusal to surrender Bonilla, gave 
orders to fire on the ship after nightfall, 
when it was too dark to leave with 
safety. 

“Government officers came on board at 
8:30 o’clock this morning, saying that 
new orders had been received from the 
President insisting on the delivery of 
.| Bonilla or the bombardment of the ship. 
Capt. Dow replied that the commander 
of the port would receive an answer in 
half an hour, but before that time ex- 
pired he sailed away.

Capt. Picking Makes a es a Report on the Bra- | 
ziflan Explosion. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Secretary of the 
Navy has received a message from 
Capt. Picking of the cruiser Charleston 
at Rio de Janeiro, dated Saturday, say- 
ing that on the night before there’ 
was an explosion of a large quantity 
of gunpowder belonging to the insur- 
gents on Governor's Island. 

A squad of British sailors was get- 
ting sand near the magazine at the 
time. Two officers, a boatswain and a 
sailor were killed and a fireman se- 
riously hurt. Admiral Mello claims 
the Brazilian government is to blame 
for the disaster. 

FIGHT AT NEW YORK. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The World has 
the following: ‘‘There may be a fine 
marine battle outside of Sandy Hook 
within the next ten days. It is declared 
that Admiral Mello is negotiating for 
the purchase of two large ocean-going 
tugs here, to be used as rams and punch 
holes in El Cid as soon as she shall 
turn the Hook to leave American 
waters.”’

~NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Brazilian Min- 
ister Menterro denies the report of the 
sinking of the transport Rio de Janiero 
by the Republica. He says she has 
been anchored off Rio Grand do Sul 
for the last two months. An important 
newspaper in Buenos Ayres, however, 
says it has information from a trust- 
worthy source that the casualty really 
happened and that 1100 men were 
drowned. 


DEAD IN THE SBA. 


Horrifying Spectacle Presented to Divers at 
Santander. 

MADRID, Nov. 6.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A decree has been 
issued authorizing the application of 
the remainder of the funds contributed 
for thé sufferers by the Consuegra floods 
to the people who suffered by the dis- 
aster at Santander. The fire brigades 
of Valladolid and Bilboa have succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames. 

The burial of the bodies which were 
recovered took place today. A tremen- 
dous crowd followed the remains to the 
cemetery. Divers began the work of 
rescuing bodies from the sea, but be- 
came so appalled at the number of 
bodies which they found that they re- 
fused to proceed and begged the author- 
ities not to compel them to continue the 
terrifying task. . 

Grappling irons are now being used to 
recover the bodies. The number of dead, 
missing and injured is still unknown. It 
is certain the number will reach a 
thousand, Many persons are dying 
from wounds and several are expected 
to die as the result of fright. 


; RIOTS IN MARSEILLES. 
vely. 

MARSEILLES, Nov. 6.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) The employees 
of the street-car lines are on a strike 
for more wages and fewer hours. They 
began rioting yesterday and continued 
during the day, aided and abetted by 
many citizens. 

Mobs overturned many cars which 
the companies attempted to run, satu- 
rated them with kerosene and burned 
them. They also tore up the tracks 
and absolutely blocked traffic in some 
of the principal streets. 

The police are utterly powerless to 
deal with them. The stables of the 
companies are already tinder military 
guard, and it is thought it may be 
necessary to send soldiers to disperse 
the mobs eventually.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Although Congress 
amended the Geary act so as to allow 
Chinese six months more within which 
to register, it adjourned without,mak- 
ing any appropriation to carry out the 
provisions of the act. 

The chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations had cognizance of the 
necessity of the Treasury Department's 
need of money to carry out the law, 
and it is probable that if the urgent 
deficiency bill had been passed, a clause 
appropriating enough money, at least 
to begin operations, would have been 
inserted in the bill. As it is, registra- 
tions under the act will not begin until 
the appropriation is made. 

Meanwhile, the internal revenue bu- 
reau of the Treasury Department will 
make all its preparations, and, as soon 
as the money is available, it will be 
prepared to assign its officers so that 
they can begin work at once. The 
bureau has assurances that an effort 
will be made to get the bill through in 
the early days of the session, so that 
the work of registration will not be 
long deferred. It is said that all Chi- 
nese now in the country, approximating 
one hundred thousand in number, can 
be registered in sixty days, if they 
promptly take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Secretary Carlisle ar- 
rived hére this morning. He declined 
to say anything in relation to the 
financial and business situation, or ex- 
press any opinion as to the outlook. 
In reply to the question of a reporter 
for the Evening Post, Carlisle said he 
had not issued any order directing the 
mints to colin the silver bullion in the 
treasury, nor any part of it. 

“What I have done is just this,” 
said Carlisle. “‘We could use a few 
more silver dollars now, and I there- 
fore directed the mints to get ready to 
coin bullion when it is deemed advis- 
able to do so.

If we should be- 
gin to coin it, the seigniorage would 
not, in round figures, amount to more 
than $1,000,000 per month. 

“With the certainty that the pur- 
chases of silver bullion have stopped we 
can probably use silver to advantage. 
I should be sorry, therefore, to see any 
law passed, as recently suggested, that 
we set aside that portion of the bullion 
that would become seigniorage and coin 
it alone and at once, and thus add to 


did that I think the coin would come 
back to us in a way that we should 
not desire to see. . 
“Something should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary. The law. at 
present invests him with authority to 
coin such of the silver bullion as may 
be necessary for the redemption of 
treasury notes. If I should proceed to 
coin some of the bullion now on hand 
it would give us about $1,000,000 a 
month™in seigniorage, and, as I have 
said, I think in the present condition 
of the treasury, I could use it with ad- 
vantage.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 6.—(By the ASs- 
sociated Press.) About fifty of the 
most prominent liberal ministers of the 
Presbyterian Church in the large cities 
will meet in Cleveland on Wednesday 
to decide upon a policy for the future. 
The circular which called the meeting 
says: | 
“The present condition of the Presby- 
terian Church occasions deep solici- 
tude and calls for immediate and seri- 
ous consideration. Many ministers and 
elders view with apprehension the ten- 
dency to the assumption and centrali- 
zation of power and the disposition both 
to impose practically a new dogma 
without due constitutional process, and 
to treat the formal action and over- 
tures of presbyteries with small respect. 
“They fear lest the reasonable toler- 
ance and liberty of opinion hitherto en- 
joyed under the standards shall be 
abridged, and not a few devoted office- 
bearers crowded out of good ecclesias- 
tical standing, or even out of. the 
church. In this state of affairs, it will 
not answer for loyal Presbyterians to 
be inactive or indifferent. We cannot 
afford’ to be silent under the implied 
suggestions of hsterodoxy nor seem to 
acquiesce passively in the arbitrary as- 
sumptions of rigid exclusiveness and 
unconstitutional procedure. We must 
not suffer, worthy brethren, to be forced 
needleselv to leave the church. 

“A frank conference of wise, repre- 
sentative men, who shall consider what 
action is needed at this present junc- 
ture to maintain our constitutional 
safeguards, encourage our disturbed 
brethren and give a frank expression 
to our views and position, seems to be- 
come an imperative necessity.”’

IN THE NIGHT. 


Reported [Move of the Southern 
Pacific Company. 


Many Men Gathered at the San Fernando 
Street Yards. Supposedly tn Readi- 
5c ness to Double-track Ala- 
meda Street. 


At 1 o’clock this morning Police Offi- 
cer Valencia telephoned from San Fer- 
nando street that there were about one 
thousand men in the yards of the 
Southern Pacific Company at the old 
depot on that street. He did not know 
definitely for what purpose they had 
assembled, but had been informed that 
the railroad people intended to steal a 
march on the Gity and commence laying 
the double track on Alameda street 
before morning came. At first the re- 
port was thought to be merely a rumor, 
and several other policemen. having 
beats in the vicinity of the depot were 
ordered to go at once to the yards and 
investigate the matter. 

They found men there, sure enough, 
and many of them. Three passenger 
coaches were drawn up on the west side 
of the depot buildings, and each of 
these was filled to the doors with la- 
borers, who, fully dressed, were reclin- 
ing on seats in all possible attitudes. 

The men themselves, when questioned, 
were utterly non-committal. They said 
that they were going to work before 
morning, but where they did not know. 

Soon after the first ‘report was sent 
in a Times reporter reached the depot, 
and set about in the endeavor to learn 
more particulars of the intended work, 
if such were obtainable. It was then 
found that the laborers represented 
about six section gangs employed by 
the Southern Pacific in and about Los 
Angelese county. One gang had been 
brought in from San Pedro, another 
from El Monte and still others from 
intermediate points. Even the track- 
men on the Santa Barbara branch had 
been dropped off of the local on its 
down trip earlier in the evening. 

Further down the yards*several en- 
gines were in readiness with steam up, 
as if waiting for an expected task, an 
a long line of flatcars stood on an ad 
joining track, loaded heavily with ties 
and gravel, the latter evidently having 
been provided for ballast. In addition 
to the three passenger coaches, in which 
the men were, by the depot there was 
a boxcar filled with tools. 

Chief of Police Glass was informed of 
the intended move, but evidently con- 
sidered it none of his business to med- 
dle, stating that the work properly 
came under the direction of the Street 
Superintendent.

The Judicial Vacancy. 

The Board of Supervisors, looking the 
judicial situation square in the face, 
and having due regard to the public in- 
terest. has had the nerve ahd good 
sense to adopt the following preamble 
and resolution: 


“Whereas, by the death of Hon. Will- 
jam P. Wade, a vacancy has occurred 
on the bench of the Superior Court of 
this county; and, whereas, we believe 
{t to have been demonstrated during 
the illness of Judges Wade, Smith and 


- Clark that the business of said Superior 


Court can be easily transacted by the 
remaining five judges; therefore, 
‘Resolved. that. His Excellency, H. H. 
‘Markham, Governor of this State, be 
requested not to fill the vacancy thus 
occasioned by the death of Judge Wade, 
and that a copy of this resolution be 
immediately forwarded to the Governor 
and to the Bar Association of this 
county, asking them to refrain from 
anv nomination to fill said vacancy.”’ 


This action will not suit certain eager 
aspirants for the dead judge's shoes, 
and may even be opposed by the Bar 
Association, which assumes to regulate 
things judicial in this office-ridden 
county: but it meets the approval of 
the taxpayers whenever the expenditure 
of a needless dollar is saved,and at the 
same time the efficiency of the county 
administration is left unimpaired. We 
have no doubt of the correctness of the 
position taken by the supervisors, that 
our court business can be successfully 
disposed of by five judges working with 
reasonable diligence. Experience has 
demonstrated this to be so; and a com- 
parison of the amount of work formerly 
done by the judges, when there were 
but two, and again when the number 
was four, with the amount done during 
the period when the number of judges 
has been six, will, we are confident, 
sustain the contention that Los Angeles 
county is overloaded with judicial offi- 
cers. 
In the prevailing eagerness in certain 
quarters to have Judge Wade's vacancy 
filled by executive appointment, the 
claim will be stoutly urged that the 
provision of the Constitution on this 
subject is mandatory, and that the Gov- 
ernor must appoint. We doubt whether 
this assumption is borne out by the 
true meaning of the fundamental law. 
In the present case, no complete va- 
cancy in the court has been created, as 
would be the case in a county where 


there is but one Superior judge, and he 


dying. We have here a Superior Court 
in full operation, with a sufficiency of 
Judges left after the death of one of 
their number. The machinery of the 
court does not stop, and need not be 
seriously interrupted by the untoward 
event under discussion. Some changes 
in assignments and in the routine which 
heretofore obtained will only be neces- 
sary. The law does not prescribe that 
any particular judge out of a number of 
Superior judges shall sit in any special 
_Class or kind of cases.

A Dubious Report, 

A report comes from Washington to 
a San Francisco paper that the Attor- 
ney-General is preparing papers to com- 
mence suit to stop the partition of the 
Stanford estate, the object being to 
have accessible property on which to 
levy to pay the difference between the 
debt which the Central Pacific Railroad 
owes the government and the value of 
the road. 

The government advanced to the 
builders of the road about $28,000,000 
in bonds running for thirty years. This 
time will expire in 1898. The interest 
upon this sum will, in 1898, exceed $50,- 


000,000. Thus the total debt to the gov- |’ 


erament will be $73,000,000. The debt of 
the company to creditors other than the 
government is $52,000,000. Thus the 
total debt of the road is $1350,000,000. 
To pay this sum the company has $22,- 
000,000 in its sinking fund and $12,000,- 
000 in the United States Treasury. The 
principal alone of the debt of the com- 
pany exceeds $80.000.900. and it is esti- 
mated that the railroad could be con- 
structed today for half that amount. 

Old-time Californians, who have 
watched the various proceedings be- 
tween the government of the United 
States and the Central Pacific Railroad 
builders will not expect to learn that 
the heirs of Mr. Stanford are losing any 
sleep on account of this report which 


comes from Washington. 
Dangers of Civilization. 

Fe awful catastrophe at Santander, 
in Spain, reminds one forcibly that 
modern inventive ingenuity has added 
greatly to the danger: which beset the 


lives and limbs of mankind in this nine- 


teenth century. It is true that civiliza- 
tion has given us comparative im- 
munity from wild beasts, savage tribes 
and freebooters—although the train- 
robbers are always with us,—but in 
place of these we have the dangers to 
life which attend the use of high ex- 
plosives, railroad traveling, electric 
lights and so forth, not to mention the 
deadly gasoline stove, and the gun 
which wasn ’t loaded, so, that, taken al- 
together, it is doubtful whether there 
are not more violent deaths today 
throughout the civilized world then 
there were several centuries ago, when 
might was. right, and “off with his 
head’’ was not a meaningless figure of 
speech for use on the stage. It would 
seem that the ingenuity which devised 
all these modern improvements should 
be equal to the task of making their use 
comparatively safe. 
genuity cannot, however, always guard 
against criminal carelessness, and this 
appears to have been the cause of the 
frightful catastrophe at Santander. 


Respectable citizens of Chicago must 
feel deeply mortified to think that the 
great fair, which has brought such glory 
to their wonderful city, had scarcely 
closed, when the Council chamber was 
made the scene of the most disgrace- 
ful disturbance that has ever been 
witnessed in a municipal legislature of 
that or probably any other great Amer- 
ican city. Almost before Mayor Harri- 
sn was cold in his grave, @ wran- 
gling occurred among the aldermen over 
the election of his successor, during 


} which a number of fist fights were in-. 


dulged in and blood was drawn from 
aldermanic noses. The Democratic mi- 
nority succeeded in electing a tempo- 
rary Mayor. Now that the people of 
Chicago have got through with the 
fair, they should try to reform their 
municipal government, which is cur- 
rently reported to be the most corrupt 
in the United States. This would, per- 
haps, be a bigger job than to build a 
World’s Fair, but the people who cre- 
ated the White City can do it if they 


make up their minds that it shall be 
done.

The following from the Mayor was 
read: 


“At the rettuest of a member of your 
honorable body I return without my ap- 
proval an ordinance of intention to 
open and extend Castelar street into 
Bellevue avenue, for amendment,” 

On motion of Councilman Innes the 
vote by which said ordinance was 
passed was reconsidered, and on motion 
of the same gentleman a new ordinance 
similar to the other, but having some 
changes, was passed. The message from 
the Mayor was filed~ 

Formal reports of city officials as 
ee published were received and 
POOR SPRINKLING HYDRANTS. 
Health Officer Powers was heard in 
reference to the sprinkling hydrants now 
in use. He said the leakage from these 
was the cause of nuisances in a number 
of places. In many of them the stop- 
cocks were insufficient, while at some 
places the drivers of the sprinkling 
carts allowed the tanks to overflow.

We publish 
for their benefit the following letter just 
received by us. Thirty-four lots were 
sold Saturday in our office, and if you 
want a good location, you had better 
get a move on and purchase.

EL MORO, Cal., Nov. 2, 1893. 

D. O’D. Rossa, Esq., Los Angeles, Cal:— 
Dear Sir: Things are getting quite lively 
down here now, Kimball & Co.’s steam- 
ers, the Albion and Protection, making 
regular calls in the bay for freight and 

ngers. The Albion arrived yesterday 
with 100,000 feet of lumber, taking away 
3600 sacks of barley, besides butter, 8, 
etc. I expect to see a great deal of build- 
ing going on this winter. The near com- 
pletion of the railroad into Bl Moro has 
the effect of bringing into the country a 
great many men of capital. Work will 
be begun 6n the other El Moro branch of 
the railroad inside of a few weeks. The 
Moré Bay Improvement Company have 
opened up all their mineral springs on the 
beach, and the water (which they are 
having bottled) is having an increasing 
demand. A fine driveway is being made 
along by the springs. Over 5000 trees 
were planted t last winter, and I hold 
orders to have my men plant out over 


and avenues this. winter. The company 
has also a 10,000-gallion tank being made. 
This will be placed on block 68. The 
water will be forced by the windmill on 
the artesian well on block 64. Thousands 
of campers spent the summer here. The 
steam launch did a great business the 
past summer, and it is rumored that an 
additional one will be ready for the ex- 
cursion business next summer.

“A PUBLIC LOSS. 


Tributes to the Late Judge 
Wade 


The Bar Association to Take Suit- 
able Action. 


Resolutions of Respect Adopted by 
the Supervisors. 


The Governor Requested Not to Fill the 
Vacancy Caused by Judge Wade's 
Death—The Funeral 

Preparations. 


A meeting of the Bar Association of 
this county was hcld in the courtroom 
of Department Four of the Superior 
Court yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of taking proper action relating to 
the death of Hon. W. P. Wade, about 
eighty members being in attendance. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
o’clock by H. T. Lee, Esq., and upon his 
motion Judge Walter Yan Dyke was 
unanimously called upon to preside. On 
taking the chair, Judge Yan Dyke an- 
nounced the object for which the meet- 
ing was called, in the follawing lan- 
guage: 

“Brethren of the Bar Association, we 
are again assembled to take suitable 
action touching the decease of one of 
our members, and to pay tribute to his 
memory. In this instance, the deceased 
is Hon. W. P. Wade, who was not only 
an honored member of our body, but 
occupied the honorable and  distin- 
guished position of judge of the Super- 
jor Court of this county. I think this is 
the first case, since the organization of 
this court under the present Constitu- 
tion. that one of its members has been 
stricken down while in the performance 
of his duty, and it is no more than 
right that the members of the bar and 
the court should take some proper ac- 
tion to show their respect for the de- 
ceased.”’ 

S. C. Hubbell, Esq., was unanimously 
elected secretary of the meeting, and 
upon motion of H. O’Melveny, Esq., the 
chairman was authorized to appoint a 
committee for the purpose of drafting 
suitable memorial resolutions, and to 
select six pall-bearers from the bar of 
the county. Those appointed as such 
committee were Judge W. H. Clark, A 
8S. Chapman, Charles Munroe, H. W 
O'Melveny and J. L. Murphey, Esqs. 

At the suggestion of the chairman, it 
was resolved to meet again in. Depart- 
ment Four on Monday morning next 
for the purpose of receiving and ap- 
proving the report of said committee. 

At this juncture, R. H. F. Variel, Esq., 
rose to address the meeting, and de- 
livered an eloquent eulogy of the de- 
ceased, with whom he was intimately 
associated for many years, in the course 
of which he referred to Judge Wade's 
last trip with the Creel Club, stating 
that although the hardships then en- 
dured might have accelerated it, his 
death could not be attributed directly 
to that expedition, as it was known that 
for some time previous the deceased had 

n suffering from an incurable dis- 
ease. 

After several announcements with 
reference to the funeral had been made, 
it was resolved, upon motion of G. W. 
Wells, Esq., that the members of the 
bar attend in a body, meeting together 
in Judge Van Dyké’s courtroom for that 
Dburpose at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
Judge McKinley being elected fo act as 
marshal upon that occasion.

AFTER KID, THE APACHE. 


Marshal Gard Said to Be Planning the Out- 
law’s Capture. 

United States Marshal Gard is going 

to try to round up “Kid,’’ the Apache, 


‘according to a story published in Sun- 


day’s Examiner. There are rewards ag- 
gregating $10,000 for the Kid's capture, 
but Marshal Gard says he wishes to rid 
the people of the Southwest of a pest. 
He says he hag been in constant corre- 
spondence with Gen. McCook on this 
subject, and that his plans are all laid 
ready to start out on the hunt. He has 
sflected his men, of whom he wanted 
only two, one of whom knows the coun- 
try well and the other knows the Kid 
personally. The latter one is repre- 
sented as a reformed outlaw who has 
been thought to be dead. The marshal 
would not give his name, but said that 
during the war he followed the noted 
Quantrell; and after peace had been 
declared was a member of the Jesse 
James gang. This man was a great 
friend of the Apaches, and knew Kid 
well. He is now a rancher in Los An- 
geles county. Marshal Gard gives his 
plans thus: 

‘‘We shall first locate our Indian. He 
is now in the Sierra Madres. The win- 
ter season will drive him down and he 
will come northward into the United 
States. There are several passes which 
he may come through—Lang’s Pass to 
Tupper’s Battlefield, Guadalupe Pass 
and others.

NOT GUILTY. 


Not a Misdemeanor to Mo 
Railroad Track. 

Charles Forshaed, August Carlson and 
another man complained against as 
John Doe appeared before Justice Sea- 
man yesterday in answer to a charge 
of misdemeanor. The defendants were, 
the men who left a house standing on 
the track of the Terminal Railroad 
Company for a few minutes, nearly 
causing the wreck of a train. 

It was on the 27th of last month, 
when Forshaed and his fellow workmen 
were engaged in moving a house along 
Well street, East Los Angeles.

Forshaed maintained that he had 
placed a bandana handkerchief on the 
track as a danger signal before at- 
tempting to haul the house across, and 
further that when he heard the train 
coming he had himself run out and 
waved his hands to the engineer to 
stop. 
The court failed to see that the evi- 
dence was sufficient to convict, and al- 
lowed the men to go.

The City Council in Session— 
» Considerable Business. 


Trouble Over Street Railway Matters—Per- 
“gonal Notes of Interest—The Local, 

: News Summed Up in « 
Brief Manner. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, 
President Weed presided, and all the 
trustees were present, except Mr. Lu- 
kens, 

All bills filed to date were referred 
to the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance, without reading. 

Superintendent of Streets Brown. ad- 
dressed the board relative to the bill 
of Contractor J. A. Fairchild, covering 
the extra expense incurred by lower- 
ing ‘the curb in front of R. Willams’s 
building on the northeast corner of 
Colorado street and Fair Oaks avenue. 
The question of the liability of the city 
was discussed, but no action was taken. 

Capt. C. M. Simpson, representing the 
Highland-street Railway Company, ad- 
dressed the board, asking that that 
co ny be granted permission to lay 
a third rail on its track on the connect- 
ing curve with the Colorado-street Rail- 
way Company’s track at the intersec- 
tion of Raymond avenue and Colorado 
street. The two roads are operated on 
different gauges. The Colorado-street 
company recently granted the High- 
land-street company the use of its 
track from Broadway to Raymond ave- 
nue,'‘and it appears now that this con- 
cession was granted on condition that 
the Colorado-street company be privi- 
leged to use the Highland-street, com- 
pany’s track on South Raymo ave- 
nue. Yesterday was the first the Coun- 
cil had heard of the matter. Capt. 
Simpson presented a form of resolution, 
covering the ground, and asked that it 
be passed. This stirred up a somewhat 
animated discussion with regard to the 
character of the street-track-laying 
work now going on at the intersection 
of the above-mentioned streets. One 
or two of the trustees thought that the 
work is not being properly done. City- 
Attorney Arthur suggested that if the 
city. desired any changes made, 
now is the time to have them effected, 
all of which remarks brought President 
George F. Foster of the Colorado-street 
company to uis feet. Mr. Foster as- 
sured the board that the work was be- 
ing done in approved fashion, and in- 
timated that the trustees would make 
@ grave mistake if they did not deal 
generously with the companies inter- 
ested. After a friendly, but none the less 
lively, tiff between Mr. Foster and 
Mayor Weed, the board adjourned: tem- 
porarily at the former’s request, and 
visited the scene of action, in order to 
obtain more definite information con- 
cerning the matter under controversy. 
The various details were explained by 

r.. Drain, who is superintending the 
works. Mr. Drain admitted thay the 
style of rail and guard-raii-used out 
of date, and has not been used in large 
cities for several years past. A ma- 
jority of the visiting trustees expressed 
themselves as dissatisfied with the job. 
Mr. McQuilling, however, was opposed 
to making any change after the rails 
had been laid. The matter was, briefly 
discussed after the return to the Coun- 
cil chamber, and the result was that 
it was referred to the board as a com- 
mittee of the whole, with power to act.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Tests of Land Suitable for Grow- 
ing Sugar Beets. 


Practical Method of Getting information— 
Meeting of the Supervisors—Sur- 
prise Party—General 
Notes. 


On Saturday last there was a meet- 
ing of citizens in Santa Ana for the 
purpose of considering the matter of 
making tests of the growth of sugar 
beets in this vicinity. The attendance 
was not large, but a number of the 
largest land-owners in the county were 
present, and a great deal of interest 
was manifested in the subject matter. 
After a lengthy discussion, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted, and a com- 
mittee of one, R. Q. Wickham, was ap- 
pointed to circulate it among the citi- 
zens and farmers in the surrounding 
country for signatures: 

‘*‘Whereas. we are of the opinion that 
the manufacture of sugar from sugar 
beets may, and should become a profit- 
able industry in this valley, both to the 
producer and manufacturer; and, 
whereas, in order to demonstrate the 
safety of so large an investment as will 
be required in the manufacture of sugar 
from beets. we deem it n to 
learn by practical test the amount of 
land adapted to raising such beets, and 
also the quality of beets produced on 
such land; therefore, 

“‘Rerolved, that we, the undersigned 
citizens of the Santa Ana Valley, 
hereby agree to plant, weed and culti- 
vate on our various lands from one to 
four square rods of sugar beets, or 
whatever greater or less amount may 
be mutually agred upon, under the di- 
rection of some competent person, who 
shall be selected by the parties to this 
agreement, to direct and superintend 
such work; and each of us agrees to 
pay for the services so rendered, what- 
ever amount‘may hereafter be agreed 
upon for said services; provided, how- 
ever. such amount does not exceed $2 
each to the parties hereto.”’
